! Six days of .steady rain wliicli 
I has caused much damage in beach 
cities left nothing: but good ifor 
Sierra Madre, The gentle rains 
which, from January 4 through 
yesterday afternoon at 3 o'clock, 
totalled 0.12 inches, soaked into 
tile ground and g.ave orchards, 
gardens and flow'er.s a much 
needed wetting. 

Not a nickel’s worth of damage 
was reported in tire city from the 
heavy r.iin of Monday which to¬ 
talled 3.08 incho.H, and basins at 
the sprcaiii.ng ground In the east¬ 
ern end of the city were cleaned 
out just in time to take care of 
the .'-teady drizzle, operating per¬ 
fectly. County .steam shovels took 
out 3,000 cubic yards of silt and 
-sand and deepened the No. 1 

bed, so when Uie precipitation 

mounted .steadily, scarcely a drop 
got a-way. i 

Total rainfall of 13.10 inches ! 
for the season in Sierra Madre ; 
is considerably above that of last 

ye. ir at Uiis time. In 1938, through , 
January iO, 10.(51 inche- fell, with 
the normal amount of rainfall 
through January 10, 11.53 inches.- 

Temperatures .‘‘or the week were 
close to normal, according to Col. 
H. 11. Horsey,, and in some cases 
above Uie norm. 


Remodeling of the budding at 
87 West Sierra Madre b.vd., near 
Auburn avenue, means that Sier¬ 
ra Madre is fin.illy to have a 
theatre--“The Wi.staria”—in op¬ 
eration in all probability early 
next month. Milton W'ebcr, Los 
Angeles attorney who has resided 
here for some time, is the lessee. 
He moved into action when S. 
Katinik allowed an option on a 
theatre site adjoining the Safe¬ 
way Store to lapse a few days 
ago, signing a long term lea.se on 
Uie building now being remodeled 
and immediately starting to tear 
out everj'thing but the side walls. 

The building housed a theatre 
years ago. Later it housed the 
Perry and then the Brock mar¬ 
kets. From -floor to roof it will be 
entirely new in.side, wdth a decor¬ 
ative m-,arque over the street. It 
is being p.added and .sound-proofed 
and will have a sky blue ceiling 
and small lobby. Mr. W'eber says 
the remodeling is being done at a 
cost of $10,000. 

“All equipment will be fresh 
and new," Mr. Weber said, “and 
the ‘Wistaria’ will be a modern, 
up-to-date theatre in building, 
equipment and seating. It will 
show Universal and Warner 
Brothers pictures, first run after 
Pasadena. There will be perform¬ 
ances every night, -wdth two 
changes in the bill a week."

trip to Victoria, British Columbia 
. . . We had heard much talk of the 
"quaint old English city” on our 
way north and although we en¬ 
joyed every minute of our .stay in 
Victoria. . .we looked in vain for 
something “quaint”.

Each New Year brings a fresh 
parade of anniversaries.. Every¬ 
one has a birthday, many wedding 
dates are remembered (or for¬ 
gotten), and the usual holidays 
recur. In 1940 these will be aug¬ 
mented by the centenaries of 
some great events. 

The list is full of historic sig¬ 
nificance. It includes the 500th 
anniversary of the invention of 
printing, the 400th of the first 
printing in the New World at 
Mexico City, the 300th of the 
earliest book produced in Colonial 
America by the Stephen Daye 
Press, the 250th of the first paper 
mill in the United States, and the 
150th of Benjamin Franklin’s 
death. 

Besides these milestones in the 
history of printing, 1940 will also 
be the 600th anniversary of Chau¬ 
cer’s birth, the centenary of the 
first postage stamp and (approxi¬ 
mately) of the first practical 
photography. 

There is enough variety to in¬ 
terest everybody. The typo- 
graphical anniversaries are 
especially significant because 
printing has contributed more 
than any other one factor to the 
spread of knowledge and the pro- 
gre-ss of civilization. The American 
Institute of Graphic Arts, from a 
special office at 285 Madison ave¬ 
nue, New York City, is promoting 
-and coordinating nation-wide ob¬ 
servances of the events. Printers 
libraries, universities, public 
schools, and civic organizations, 
church and state and citizenry, 
are planning united community 
celebrations. In Greater New York, 
Columbia University will start the 
program with an academic con-1 
vocation early in January, and 16 
libraries will simultaneously open 
a series of related exhibitions on 
the 15th. Baltimore, Boston, Chi¬ 
cago. Cleveland, Philadelphia and 
many other cities are preparing 
elaborate observances. 

No less attentive in their own 
fields, scholars and readers will 
renew their acquaintances with 
Chaucer’s humane jollity, patriots 
will join printers in honoring 
Franklin’s career, stamp collectors 
will dream of finding mint copies 
of the "penny black,” and candid 
cameras will prove how far and 
fast the world has moved since 
Daguerre’s experiments. 

It looks like a busy year.

While reading last week’s issue 
of the country’s finest hometown 
newspapKir, I noted the following 
from the coluntm, "What a Girl 
Sees Ramblin’ Around”: ". . . and 
many a young heart was made 
happy with a new bicycle on 
Christmas morning. As we see 
I them flying around on their bikes 
we find ourselves hoping and 
praying that the good intentions 
of Santa Claus that made Uie 
young hearts happy do not bring 
sorrow to the hearts of fond par¬ 
ents, for there are so many 
frightful things that can and do 
happen to young bicycle riders. . 
and older ones too.” 

This brings again to mind an 
idea I have had for some time, 
which I do not believe is too fan¬ 
ciful for realization, and which I 
pass on in the hope that some 
organization which is equipp^ to 
do so may promote it to fruition. 
Why not make the deservedly 
popular and healthful sport of 
bicycling a safe sport by building 
bicycle trails, which will not be 
encroached upon by other veMcles, 
or horses, or even by pedestrians ? 
I understand that this has been 
done in certain European coun¬ 
tries, where due to high prices of 
gasoline, bicycling Is relied upvn 
seriously as a means of transpor¬ 
tation—yes, even for their ma¬ 
chine-gunners. With all the golf 
courses, swimming pools, bridle 
trails, etc., upon which millions 
are spent, it would not seem un¬ 
reasonable to devote some work 
and funds to make bicycling safe; 
for the bicycles we have always 
with us, whether safe, or not. We 
all know that bicycling on our 
speedy automobile-infe.-ted high¬ 
way is exceedingly hazardous at 
the best—this brave hangover 
from the Nineties always loses in 
a tilt with the modern traffic 
Juggernaut Nevertheless youth 
will bicycle, and oldsters too often 
like to take off a few pounds and 
stall off the undertaker by en¬ 
gaging in this delightul sport. 

Bicycle trails could run through 
fields or along roadsides, or where- 
ever a right-of-way could be ac¬ 
quired, connecting towns and 
places of special interest, and 
coula be asphalted, the idea being 
to eliminate so far as possible 
contacts between gas-powered and 
leg-powered vehicles. The first 
cost would be expensive, but 
wouldn’t it be worth while to re¬ 
duce the casualties re.^ulting from 
bicycling? Except for the menace 
of other traffic, bicycling is in¬ 
herently the safest sport imagin¬ 
able. If a few of our local towns 
were thus connected, the idea 
would spread, and a network of 
such trails over the Southland 
would add to the legitimate joys 
of youth, and also be attractive 
to tourists. Anyhow, the idea is 
fooei for thought, and if you think 
it worth while you may pass it 
on for some possible good that it 
might do.

Spend Huge I 
Sum Here 

Outlay Of $1,415,000 
Planned For lietterments ,

The Southern California Bldison 
Company plans the expenditure of 
approximately $1,415,()()0 in this 
division oif its service territory in 
1940, according to Fred Schwartz, 
manager for the company here. 
This is in addition to the taxes 
the company will pay locally, and 
will be spent for Improvements to 
the electrical service system, oj>- 
eratlng expenses and payrolls. 

Announcement of the company’s 
1940 program was made at the 
recent annual meeting of Edison 
officers, department heads and di¬ 
vision and di.strict managers at 
Los Angeles. Mr. Schwartz, with 
A. W. Althouse. division manager, 
represented this territory. 

The Edison Company this year 
will make expenditures of nearly 
$26,000,000 in southern and cen¬ 
tral California, approximately the 
same amount as last year. This 
amount to be spent is exclusive 
of bond interest and other pay¬ 
ments for the use of capital to 
be made in the present 12 
months. Approximately $8,500,000 
of the 1940 total will be paid in 
federal, state and local taxes. 
Other expenditures will be for 
new construction, payrolls, and 
operation and maintenance of the 
company’s properties and improve¬ 
ments to plants, lines and other 
service equipment. 

In addition to the amount allo- 
I cated directly for expenditure in 
I this division for operation, main- 
j tenance, new construction and 
I payrolls, this area ■will be bene¬ 
fited directly by the system-wide 
I improvements scheduled for 1940. 

The company’s present business 
development program, designed to 
benefit this and all other are* of 
Edison service, will be continued 
energetically this year, officers 
and department heads said at the 
annual meeting. 

President Harry J. Bauer told 
t'ne meeting the increase in vir¬ 
tually all classiiications of the 
company's buslnefss in 1939 has 
reflected the general development 
of business in southern and cen¬ 
tral California. The total of 
meters now Is about 545,000. Dur¬ 
ing the past year 25,000 new 
meters were added, one of the 
largest gains in many years. This 
increase reflects, of course, the 
rapid expansion in homebuilding 
which is underway in this terri¬ 
tory, and a corresponding gain in 
manufacturing industries.

From his study 
of Chicago weather bureau tables 
between 1915 and 1932, Dr. Peter¬ 
sen discovered deaths rose when 
the barometer did, decreased 
when barometric pressure went 
down, and that the young, the old, 
and the sick are most severely af¬ 
fected by sudden changes in at¬ 
mospheric pressure.
